At Auction to Its Employees

Kinloch. Pa., Sept. 19 (AP).—This 
little mining town of 1.000 residents 
in western Pennsylvania went under 
the auctioneer’s hammer Friday at 
a public sale in the village store. 
A hundred or more miners and 
their wives shouted bids while the 
auctioneer droned off descriptions of 
homes and buildings. 
Some of the 
inhabitants 
retained 
their 
small 
frame dwellings for as low as $175. 
The auction came in consequence 
of a decision by the Valley Coal 
company, owners of the town, to shut 
down the big coal mine that had 
provided employment for many of 
the men. 
Miners wearing overalls pressed 
around the auctioneer, F. S. Moran. 
He started the sale by putting the 
v/hole tow'n, covering 160 acres, on 
the block. 
Nobody bid. 
Then he offered the store, built at 
a cost of $10,000, and a community 
hall once w'orth $30,000. 
A woman 
bought them both for $4,475. 
Most of the crowd remained silent 
until individual houses w'ent up for 
sale. 
Then the miners began bid­ 
ding on 
their own 
homes . They 
shouldered Their w?ay to the counter 
and out down 20 per cent cash. The 
auctioneer gave them sixty days to 
pay. 
The price range for the houses, 


most of them one and two family 
dwellings, was $176 to $225. 


The village, built in the war-time 
coal-boom days, never fully recov­ 
ered from an explosion in the mine 
that killed forty-six workers seven 
years ago. 
There are ninety-five one-family 
and two-family houses and two large 
wood and concrete structures, one 
with 126 rooms for seventeen fam i­ 
lies, on the 180-acre plot a mile from 
New Kensington and twenty sn s 
north of Pittsburgh.

DEFENDERS OF ALCAZAR 
CONTINUE TO HOLD OUT 


(C opyright 1936, Ry Associated P ress) 
Toledo, Spain, Sept. Hr. — More 
than, half of the 1,700 men, women 
and children within the Alcazar for­ 
tress were believed Friday night to 
have been blown to bits or maimed 
by the explosion of two mines, each 
tamped with a ton of TNT, 
The tw’o mines were touched off 
simultaneously giving the impression 
at first that only one mine had been 
exploded by the government leaders 
of the siege against the fascist cita­ 
del. 
Two similar mines were set to be 
exploded at the wish of the govern­ 
ment leaders who postponed further 
action to give occupants of the fort­ 
ress another chance to evacuate the 
women and children. 


The terrific blast of the two mines 
set off Friday ripped the whole 
southwest tower from its base.
